Fra!ikr.,rt. Ky„ Oct. 10.— In the 
Court iif Api'i ids to-day an opinion 
wiiiteii !iy Jiiilge Ilazelrij^L' was han- 
ded down iu what are known as the 
railroad-bank caaee. In 1884 the 
legislature, wishing tO aBCnrage the 
building of new railroads, exempted 
from taxation for the first five years of 
their existence all roads to be built or 
begun thereafter. In 1886, two years 
lati r. thi> Ili'witt ai't was i)as.<cil, and 
repealed the exempting act. Rnil- 
joada Iwgun and built in those two 
years and since then have been claim- 
ing their five years' exemption from 
taxation, all of which culminated in 
suits for State taxes against the 
Owensboro and Falls of Kough and 
other r:iilio;iiK in this State, All 
were bunched into one case, which 
was decided by the Franklin Circuit 
Court against the State, the court 
ruling that all the roadn involved 
wore entitled to the live years' exemp- 
tion. Now the Court of Appeals 
reverses a large part of thia judgment 
and affirms part of it. Li otner words 
it holds that four roads were entitled 
to the five years^ exemption and that 
no taxes were due from them when 
the suits were instituted, while against 
twelve the State is entitled to recover 
a part or all that is sued for. 

The court hoMs that mads begun in 
iiood tiiitii during the two year- that 
the exempting aH was in force arc en- 
titied to tba ifiMHiJVption.

At the word 
of oommand'flfom artillery officers the 
gtins of a battery facing the blue 
waters of Lake Mieliigau belched 
forth a signal in blank powtler telling 
the world that the World's Fair was 
dying^with the settins sun — dying 
while dirges were being snug and tear^ 
shed and heads buweil in grief over 
the Mer of Chicago's murdered Mayor.
